For  late  Cauliflower  the 
seed  may  be  sown  outdoors  from  May  10th  to  June  1st, 
and  transplanted  into  the  field  July  1st  to  15th.

Plant  seed  in  hills  4  to  6  feet  apart 
each  way,  8  or  10  seeds  in  a  hill,  and  when  danger  of  insects  is 
past,  thin  to  3  or  4  plants.  Well  rotted  manure  or  other  fertil¬ 
izer  previously  mixed  in  the  soil  of  a  hill  is  a  great  help.  The 
quality  of  the  Melons  depends  on  good  conditions  of  growth. 

Give  shallow  cultivation  until  vines  cover  ground. 

Commercial  growers  start  the  seed  in  hotbeds  in  pieces 
of  sod,  in  paper  pots  or  dirt  bands,  and  then  transplant  to 
the  field.  In  this  way  it  is  possible  to  gain  from  two 
to  three  weeks  in  earliness  of  the  crop. 

For  melon  beetles  and  melon  lice,  use  “Evergreen." 

To  kill  bugs,  dust  with  “Slug  Shot."  See  page  106.

Squashes  should  not  be  planted  until  danger  of  frost 
is  past  and  the  ground  has  become  warm,  but  plant  the 
winter  kinds  as  soon  as  safe  in  order  that  they  mature.

A  VALUABLE  NEW  VARIETY  FOR  MUCK  FARMERS 

Peat  Land  or  Muck  Barley  was  developed  by  the  plant  breed¬ 
ing  experts  of  the  Minnesota  State  Experiment  Station  to  fill  a 
real  need  for  a  variety  that  could  be  grown  successfully  on  muck 
or  peat  land.  In  recent  years,  large  areas  of  virgin  muck  have 
been  brought  under  cultivation  by  adequate  draining  and  often 
it  is  a  serious  question  what  to  grow  to  best  advantage  on  this 
land.  With  the  introduction  of  Muck  Barley,  the  farmer  can 
now  grow  good  paying  crops  of  this  valuable  grain. 

Peat  Land  Barley  has  been  throughly  tested  in  Michigan, 
Minnesota,  Indiana  and  Ohio,  and  has  proven  its  ability  to  pro¬ 
duce  surprisingly  large  crops  on  muck  without  lodging.  It  is 
the  only  barley  that  will  do  this.  In  the  65 -acre  field,  a  portion 
of  which  is  shown  above,  there  was  not  a  single  spot  where  the 
grain  had  lodged  or  gone  down.  The  yield  from  this  crop  was 
a  little  over  50  bushels  per  acre  and  would  have  been  consider¬ 
ably  more  if  the  season  had  not  been  so  unusually  dry.  Yields 
of  sixty  bushels  per  acre  have  been  obtained  several  times.  One 
crop  just  over  the  state  line  in  Indiana  yielded  265  bushels  from 

only  4  bushels  of  seed  on  4  acres,  or  over  66  bushels  per  acre. 

Peat  Land  Barley  is  a  six-rowed  bearded  sort,  the  beards  of  which  break  off 
cleanly  in  threshing.  The  straw  is  of  medium  length  and  of  unusual  stiffness, 
which  is  why  it  stands  up  so  perfectly.  Another  valuable  characteristic  is  its 
great  habit  of  stooling.  Often  as  many  as  twenty  stalks  grow  from  one  seed, 
each  producing  a  well  developed  head.  Because  of  this  habit,  only  one  bushel 
of  seed  is  required  on  muck  and  1 M  bushels  on  upland.  More  than  these  quan¬ 
tities  should  never  be  sown  as  the  results  will  not  be  as  good  and  the  extra 

seed  will  only  be  wasted.  This  barley  has  also  produced  fine  crops  on  upland, 
the  yields  of  which  compare  favorably  with  other  sorts. 

Peat  Land  Barley  is  a  very  hardy  sort  and  early  spring  frosts  will  not  hurt  it. 
This  is  a  very  valuable  characteristic  as  frosts  usually  occur  much  later  and 
are  much  more  severe  on  muck  and  low  lands.  To  get  the  largest  yield  possible, 
the  use  of  150  lbs.  potash  and  50  lbs.  phosphate  per  acre  is  recommended. 
On  muck  it  ripens  about  ten  days  later  than  barley  on  uplands.  Many  farmers, 
with  good  muick  land,  who  are  not  equipped  to  grow  mint,  celery,  onions  or 
other  vegetable  crops  will  find,  in  this  barley,  the  answer  to  their  problem  of 
what  to  grow  for  feed  on  their  muck  land.  Until  this  year  there  has  not  been 
enough  of  this  seed  available  for  general  planting.  The  demand  is  such  that 
our  stock  may  be  exhausted  before  planting  time  so  we  advise  placing  orders 
for  this  seed  early.

Silver  King  Barley  is  noted  for  its  extra  large  heads  and  long,  stiff  straw.

If  alfalfa,  sweet  clover,  clover  or  vetch  has  not  been  grown  on  the  soil  during 
the  previous  two  years,  you  will  need  to  inoculate  the  seed.  Inoculation  is 
simply  a  pure  culture  of  nitrogen  forming  bacteria  and,  if  these  bacteria  are  not 
present  and  working  on  plants  of  the  clover  family,  they  will  not  be  at  their 
best.  The  clover  or  legume  family  includes  besides  all  of  the  clovers,  alfalfa, 
vetch,  cow  peas,  soy  beans,  garden  peas,  field  peas,  sweet  peas,  garden  and  field 
beans,  lima  beans  and  kidney  beans.  By  means  of  these  bacteria,  the  plants  of 
this  family  are  able  to  take  nitrogen  from  the  air  and  convert  it  for  the  use  of 
the  plant  or  store  it  in  nodules  on  the  roots  for  future  use.  For  this  reason, 
these  bacteria  are  called  Nitrogen  Fixing  Bacteria. 

The  great  Muscle  Shoals  nitrogen  plant  built  by  the  ITnited  States  government 
during  the  war  at  such  great  expense  was  for  the  purpose  of  taking  nitrogen 
from  the  air  by  use  of  electricity  for  fertilizer.  The  clovers  and  other  plants  of 
this  family  when  properly  inoculated  will  do  this  for  you  without  any  expensive 
machinery.  It  pays  to  inoculate  your  seed.  When  ordering,  be  sure  to  mention 
what  kind  of  seed  the  inoculation  is  for.  Each  plant  of  this  family  has  a  different 
bacteria  working  for  it  with  the  exception  of  alfalfa  and  sweet  clover.  These 
two  are  so  closely  akin  that  the  same  kind  of  bacteria  lives  on  both  so  the

When  cutting  Sweet  Clover  for  hay  it  should  be  cut 
from  6  to  8  inches  above  ground  in  order  to  produce  another  crop  of  hay,  pasture  or  seed.  Sweet  Clover  may  be  seeded 
in  the  spring,  summer  or  fall.  It  may  be  sown  either  with  some  kind  of  small  grain,  such  as  oats,  barley  or  buck¬ 
wheat,  or  alone.  Liming  the  ground  and  inoculating  the  seed  will  aid  greatly  in  securing  a  good,  even  stand.

White  Blossom  Sweet  Clover 

(Melilotus  Alba — Biennial) 

This  variety  is  the  one  most  generally  used.  It  is  a  very  rank  grower,  which  makes 
it  especially  valuable  for  plowing  under  as  a  green  manure  crop.  Down  in  Ohio 
where  they  have  heavy,  stiff  clay  soil  commonly  called  “gumbo,”  they  often  sow 
White  Blossom  Sweet  Clover  Seed  in  the  summer  or  fall.  The  following  August  this 
is  disked  up  with  a  tractor  when  the  Sweet  Clover  is  six  to  ten  feet  tall.  The  field 
is  then  drilled  to  wheat  and  yields  of  forty  to  fifty  bushels  per  acre  are  obtained. 
The  Sweet  Clover  loosens  up  the  soil,  adds  humus  and  leaves  a  splendid  mulch  to 
protect  the  wheat  over  winter. 

When  used  as  a  pasture  crop,  stock  should  be  turned  in  on  it  while  young  as  at  this 
stage  it  is  very  palatable.  It  makes  the  best  kind  of  pasture  for  dairy  cows  and  for 
fattening  cattle.  It  fits  into  rotations  like  Red  Clover.  If  wanted  for  permanent 
pasture  the  seed  should  be  sown  two  successive  years  and  each  year  the  last  crop 
should  be  allowed  to  reseed  itself. 

Yellow  Blossom  Sweet  Clover 

(Melilotus  Officinalis — Biennial) 

The  Yellow  Blossom  type  is  very  similar  to  that  of  the  White  Blossom,  but  it  is 
not  rifearly  so  valuable  as  a  nitrogen  or  humus  builder  and  is  more  especially  adapted 
as  a  hay  or  pasture. 

In  late  years,  this  type  has  been  meeting  with  great  favor  as  a  hay  and  pasture 
crop.  The  plant  is  more  palatable  to  livestock  as  it  contains  less  cumarin  and  does 
not  have  so  bitter  a  taste.  It  is  not  a  rank  grower;  more  on  the  order  of  alfalfa. 
For  those  who  wish  to  use  Sweet  Clover  for  pasture,  hay  and  bee  purposes,  we  would 
advise  the  use  of  the  Yellow  Blossom  type.  It  will  give  you  very  satisfactory  results.

A  FEW  SUGGESTIONS  ABOUT 
SOWING,  ETC.— We  give  here  a  few 
general  rules  which  will  be  helpful  to 
beginners.  The  soil  best  suited  to  flow¬ 
ers  is  a  light,  rich  loam,  which  should 
be  as  fine  and  smooth  as  possible.  Should  the  soil  be  heavy, 
mix  with  sand  to  lighten  it.  Sow  the  seed  either  broadcast 
or  in  rows,  and  cover  in  proportion  to  the  size  of  seeds — a 
good  general  rule  is  to  cover  two  or  three  times  the  size  of 
the  seed — and  press  the  soil  firmly. 

Small  seeds  cannot  come  up  if  covered  deep.  Water  with  a 
fine  spray  and  do  not  allow  the 
soil  to  dry  out.  Sow  annuals 
early  in  the  spring.  Some  sorts 
should  be  started  in  the  house 
early  in  seed  boxes,  earthenware 
pans  or  flower  pots.  When  three 
or  four  leaves  have  formed,  trans¬ 
plant  to  similar  boxes  one  inch 
apart,  or  in  the  open  ground  if 
warm  enough.

Lilies  are  becoming  increasingly  popular  and  may  be  grown 
successfully  by  any  gardener.  They  bring  charm  to  the  garden 
quite  different  from  that  of  any  other  flower.  You  may  have 
cool  whites,  rich  yellows  and  dazzling  scarlets.  Lilies  may  be 
had  in  bloom  from  early  Summer  until  Fall  by  proper  selection 
of  varieties. 

Plant  Lilies  informally  in  clumps  or  large  masses.  Place  the 
bulbs  4  to  8  inches  deep  (depending  upon  variety  and  size  of 
bulbs),  with  a  handful  of  sand  around  each  one.  If  the  soil  is 
well  enriched,  so  much  the  better  for  the  size  and  beauty  of  the 
flower.  A  well  drained,  deep  soil  gives  the  best  results.  Bone 
meal  is  the  best  fertilizer. 

Some  Lilies  produce  large  bulbs,  such  as  Auratum  and  Rubrum, 
whereas  many  others  will  never  make  such  a  large  bulb,  as  for 
example  the  Pardalinum  and  Tigrinum.  This  must  be  taken  into 
consideration  when  setting  out  the  bulbs.
